iTo Captain and Lieutenants: 


Much has been said about gambling 
since the first of the year, or since the

change in State politics. We have heard 
a lot of rumors, and newspapers have 
been giving gambling much publicity. 
With this in mind, and the fact that 
Lansing has always been free from open 
gambling, slot machines and punch boards, 
I am charging each of you with the task 
of continuing to keep the city free of the 
above. 


No one Lieutenant or Sergeant can do 
this alone. Each of you will have to do 
your part. You have all been aware of 
the places where gambling is allowed, 
still there has nothing been done by any- 
one to stop it, except what Sergeant 
Bauer has been doing, and the reward for 
the work he has been doing is to be scoffed 
at and be accused of being a “Stooge and 
Stool for O’Brien,” (meaning me). 


The cases that were dismissed against 
the ‘Bookie Jointa’” and 409% North 
Grand Avenue I was responsible for get- 
ting, and I thought were good cases and 
should have been tried. If it is necessary 
for me to do so again and take personal 
charge of making cases on these places as 
well as others, I can and will do so, but 
I do feel that you men should do that, 
without even having to be so ordered. 
The laxity of enforcement has given others 
the idea that they can open and operate 
such places, and within the last six 
weeks two other places have opened, one 
at 113144 E. Allegan street and at 714 
Olds avenue. The place on Olds avenue 
has been raided, the frequenters having 
pleaded guilty, but the operator has not 
been tried to date. I am informed that 
they are still running at this address. 


At 11314 E. Allegan street and at 4091%4 
N. Grand avenue it was necessary to 
resort to the “human padlock” from 10 
p. m. until 6. a. m., which seems to be 
rather effective. To date I have not re- 
ceived any report from a member of the 
Department as to what is going on at 
these places during the time from 6 a. m. 
until 10 p. m. The ‘‘Numbers Game” 
also is being operated openly. 


You are all familiar with the law and 
you all know what your duty is: There-

fore, I want the law’ enforced and. you, 
to do your duty. - os 


I know that under the law, the State 
of Michigan has the right to grant charters 
to these so-called Social Clubs, which pro- 
tects them in so-far as their gambling is 
concerned. By this I mean that we cannot 
enter them without a search warrant, for 
the purpose of obtaining evidence that 
would convict the members of gaming. 


I am sending a copy of this to the 
Board of Police and Fire Commissioners 
and hope that it will not be necessary for 
me to prefer charges against any mem- 
ber of the Department for neglect of duty.

Gentlemen : 


I am writing you on behalf of Sergeant 
Charles A. Wibert, a member of the Lan- 
sing Police Force for the past twenty-one 
years.

May I ask that you give prompt and 
immediate consideration to the reinstate- 
ment of his pay at this time. I assure 
you that as soon as doctor’s orders will 
permit, Sergeant Wibert will report for 
active duty.

At your recent meeting I advised that 
minor children and the widow of a police- 
man or fireman who had died after being 
placed on the retired list are not entitled 
to payment under the pension plan unless 
the death of the retired officer resulted 
from the original injury or disease or ill- 
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ness which had caused him to be placed 
on the retired list, the illness having arisen 
out of and in the course of his employ- 
ment. 


This is correct as to minor children. As 
to the widow, however, a later provision 
in the charter amendment provides that 
she shall receive fifty dollars per month 
upon the death of her husband who was 
on the retired list for whatever reason. I 
was careless in not reading the entire 
charter amendment when answering the 
question and trust that this letter will 
make the situation clear.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 
RULES FOR THE DETECTIVE BUREAU 
November 14, 1939. 


At a meeting of the Men and Discipline 
Committee of the Police and Fire Com- 
mission on November 8, 1939, the following 
rules were adopted: 


1. 


The Chief of Police with the approval of 
the Board of Police and Fire Commis- 
sioners shall detail as many men as he 
deems necessary from the regular force to 
act as detectives or plain clothes men. 
Such men shall be on duty during such 
hours as may be designated by him. They 
shall carefully and diligently follow up ail 
cases to which they are assigned, and shall 
keep a written record of all cases that they 
investigate. : . 


2; 

They shall promptly execute all orders 
given them by the Chief or other proper 
officials, and shall at all times keep a care- 
ful watch on all suspicious characters or 
known criminals who may be. in the city. 


3. 
It shall be their special duty to carefully 


( 
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examine all persons arrested on suspicion, 
persons charged with a serious crime, and 
all known crooks, so in the future they 
shall be able to readily recognize and 
identify them. 


4. 


It shall be the duty of Detectives to 
co-operate with the Chief of Police and 
with other members of the police force, 
and all other law enforcement agencies. in 
the prevention of crime, and the detection 
of same, and in the arrest of criminals. 
All members of the force will, when occa- 
sion requires, co-operate with them. 


5. 


It shall be the duty of each detective to 
report such information as he may in any 
way obtain or possess relative to suspicious 
persons or places, or any occurrence or 
circumstances in any way bearing upon 
any crime that may have been committed, 
or tending to throw light thereon, or that 
may be of any assistance to the Depart- 
ment by leading to the arrest of any 
criminal; and any member of the Detective 
Bureau intentionally keeping back such in- 
formation, or failing to report the same 
shall be deemed guilty of a gross neglect 
of duty, and shall be liable to dismissal, or 
such other punishment as the Board of 
Police and Fire Commissioners may inflict. 


6. 


It shall be the. duty of the Superintendent 
of-the Identification Bureau to perform 
such duties as are consistent with advanced 
police procedure in the science of criminal 
identification. It shall also be his charge 
and his responsibility to maintain an accu- 
rate system of files, indexes and all records 
essential and necessary to the maintenance 
of the Identification Bureau as defined and 
governed by these regulatory rules.

In this work the Superintendent of the 
Identification Bureau is to be accorded the 
full co-operation of each and every member 
of the Detective Bureau. Great efforts 
should be made to observe reciprocal rela- 
tions with all other law enforcing agencies 
in the matter of criminal identification.
